“DOES PRICE PROTECTION IN- 


CREASE SALES?” 


In a recent issue of a well-known advertis- 
ing periodical an anonymous correspondent 
asks the above question, and answers it, he 
admits radically, in the negative. 

And he proceeds to back up his answer 
with what seems a most plausible line of ar- 
gument. In the eyes of the ordinary depart- 
ment store, and of all merchants using de- 
partment store methods, he says price-cutting 
is the weapon to be used in winning trade; 
and he queries whether price-protected ar- 
ticles gain, because of assured profit, any 
closer co-operation from the retailer. 

He points out, looking from the standpoint 
of the public, that: 


Most advertised specialties are in a certain sense 
luxuries. Luxuries are largely purchased by those 
who can afford them, and the lower the price of the 
luxury to the consumer the wider its field of sale. 
It is a case of “the higher the fewer.” 


And he adds: 


Nearly every advertised, trade-marked specialty 
has its unadvertised, untrade-marked imitators sell- 
ing at lower prices than the original. If the adver- 
tised article is price protected and the imitation is 
sold for considerably less, price protection makes the 
difference in the cost to the consumer betwecn the 
original and the imitation a pretty strong factor. 


And so far he is unquestionably on pretty 
solid ground. 

But he goes on to even more radical asser- 
tion: 


There are many manufacturers of trade-marked 
goods in the drug, food and other fields who do not 
believe in forcing the consumer to pay the big 
dealer what amounts in his case to an abnormal 
profit simply that the little dealer may make what 
for him is a normal profit. 











The theorist says, “The manufacturer ought to 
protect the little fellow, otherwise he cannot exist.” 
But from a practical standpoint does the manufac- 
turer want the little fellow to exist. Aren’t there 
hundreds and thousands of small retail stores in 
every class of business which have no reason {or 
existence? Wouldn’t the manufacturers, the dealers 
themselves and the consumers all be better off if all 
retail merchandising could be concentrated in one- 
half or one-quarter the number of stores now strug- 
gling to make both ends meet? 

The manufacturer’s problems of distribution and 
of selling would be simplified, the retailers left in 
business would, by their increased volume of trade, 
be able to reduce selling expense and be able to 
give better service than it is possible for the small 
store to give. 

“It is a noticeable fact that in ail lines the small 
dealer is the one who talks most about the advantages 
of price protection; the dealers with the really 
“worth while” business feel that they are able to 
conduct their own affairs and make their own prices 
without dictation or advice from outside 
The small dealer, on the other hand, isn’t strong 
enough to bear the brunt of the battle for business 
alone; he not only lacks output, but he lacks capital 
and, as a rule, lacks business acumen. He is not 
the man the manufacturer must look to for a really 
profitable business. By the 
manufacturer may get the good will of trade of this 
class, but it won’t help him with the big dealer, who 
in most cases opposes any plan that puts him on an 
equal footing with the little dealer with his small 
capital, his imperfect organization and his general 
business incompetency,

Now, as was said, at first sight this argu- 
ment sounds extremely plausible; it is even 
possible that with certain lines of retail trade 
it is provisionally sound. It is when an at- 
tempt is made to apply it directly to the book- 
trade that its fallacies become apparent. 

1. A copyright book, though in many re- 
spects similar to a trade-marked article, is 
different in this: it cannot be imitated. A 
novel by Robert W. Chambers is a novel by 
Robert W'. Chambers, and the only competi- 
tion it can suffer is from itself !—from a book- 
seller who undercuts its own retail price. 

The writer above quoted argues soundly 
that price protection often defeats its own 
object by fostering substitution. 
taining high net prices on a standard toilet 
powder or vacuum bottle or safety razor the 
manufacturers of these articles automatically 
encourage imitation and substitution, a sub- 
stitution which relies on a cut price and on 
the toilet powder’s or safety razor’s “public- 
ity value,” a value created by the manufac- 
turer of the widely advertised trade-marked 
and price-protected article. Such business is 
parasitism, of course; but it is business. 

But, as was said before, the booktrade— 
and, perhaps, the booktrade alone—does not 
permit of substitution or imitation

The critic 
of net prices is possibly sound in his thesis | 
that there is no distributive loss or actual de- | 
crease in sales when four or five weak and 
struggling, slip-shod, price-protected drug- 
stores, for example, are forced to give way | 
to one strong large one with modern mer- 
chandizing methods and cut prices. Possibly. 
But in scores of towns and cities of size | 
there is but a single bookseller. What hap- | 
pens if he, unable to make both ends meet on 
a regular system of prices, gives up the com- 
mercial ghost. Simply that the community is | 
without any bookstore, and that the manu- 
facturer, the publisher, is without an outlet. 
The outlet may have been a weak and ineffi- 
cient one; surely, however, for both publisher 
and public, it was better than none at all! 
And it might, by increased co-operation in 
maintaining net prices, have been improved.

(c) For a third infraction, or a default 
in the payment of the fine provided for 
in section (b), an excommunication of 
the infringer, pronounced by the Execu- 
tive Council, from all business inter- 
course with members of the Cercle for a 
period not exceeding one month. 

(d) For a fourth infraction within a 
year the definitive excommunication of 
the infringer and his expulsion from the 
Cercle. This penalty can be imposed only 
by the Committee on Arbitration, pro- 
vided for in Article 14 below, except 
upon the appeal of a member for a gen- 
eral assembly, convened for this purpose.

11. In the capital of each province and 
when necessary in other cities a bookseller 
correspondent shall be named either by Cercle 
or the Syndicat existing in those cities, or, 
where there is a lack of any booksellers’ or- 
ganization in a city, by the Executive Council 
of the Cercle. 

These correspondents shall be appointed 
for the term of three years. They are eli- 
gible for re-election, 


1. Publishing booksellers or retail book- 
sellers, Belgian or foreign, established in Bel- 
gium, agree to the maintenance of fixed prices 
on all works put on sale. 

2. Only members of the Cercle Belge de la 
Librairie, who actually do bookselling as a 
profession, shall be considered “booksellers,” 
except that persons designated by the Execu- 
tive Council of the Cercle may receive au- 
thorization to the title “bookseller,” or “sec- 
ond-hand bookseller.” 

3. There shall be drawn up, under the di- 
rection of the Cercle, a list of such bona fide 
booksellers. 

Everybody actually and regularly engaged 
in bookselling can ask to be put on this list 
and to enjoy the advantages accruing to all 
members who have agreed to maintain net 
prices. 

This list will be published by the Cercle, 
supplements thereto to be listed in the Bulle- 
tin of the Cercle. 

4. Booksellers and second-hand booksellers 
upon this list shall receive from publishers the 
usual discount. 

Those who are not on this list shall enjoy 
only the discounts granted to private pur- 
chasers according to Article 6 following. 

5. Booksellers and second-hand booksellers 
upon this list shall be, if they are not active 
members, considered as associate members of

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Cercle in their locality. As such they shall 
have charge of adding to the membership, of 
notifying the Executive Committee of the 
Cercle of violations of the rules which have 
been committed, of rebates accorded to the 
booksellers of the locality, etc. 

12. The publishers agree not to lower the 
original price on works which they publish 
until at least three years from the time of 
publication. In case they lower the price in 
less than three years after publication, they 
agree to take back, at the net price, all unsold 
copies remaining in the stock of the retailer, 
or to exchange them for other publications. 

Exception is made for school books and 
for periodical publications. 

In case the fixed price is lowered, the usual 
discount shall be made from the new price. 

13. These price rules shall not apply to 
works coming under the head of second-hand 
books or antiquarian books. 

14. All differences arising in the application 
of these rules and all litigation which may 
arise on this subject between booksellers and 
publishers shall be submitted to the judgment 
of the Council of Arbitration to be instituted 
by the Cercle. ...

EXTRACT FROM THE “GENERAL RULES: Article 13, 
Maintenance of Fixed Prices.” Put in force 
January 1, 1905; modified and. improved 
from time to time up to 1900. 


Sec. 1. (a) Members agree not to sell, or 
to offer for sale to the public, books, period- 
icals or maps under the fixed price set by the 
publishers, and published in the Nieuwsblad 
and in their announcements, prospectuses and 
catalogues, or to accord the public, in any 
form whatsoever, any kind of discount from 
this fixed price. (b) This agreement does 
not affect the sale: of damaged books whose 
covering or binding has not been renewed, 
and which cannot be put in with sound books; 
books which are “not selling” (“livres de 
vente non courante’), provided that they are 
three years published (but among these “livres 
de vente non courante” cannot be included 
dictionaries, atlases, scholarly books and scien- 
tific manuals) ; the preceding years of annual 
publications ; old editions of reprinted books. 

Sec. 2. A discount of § per cent. is per- 
mitted upon the payments of accounts. 

Sec. 6. (a) Members, if some disobedience 
to the rules or infringement of the by-laws of 
the preceding paragraph (Sec. 5 covers the 
“right of translation,” special by-laws govern- 
ing the Dutch booktrade clearing house, etc.) 
either by persons affiliated with the Cercle or 
not, is brought to their knowledge, can com- 
municate the facts to the committee of the 
Cercle either directly or through the local 
correspondent of their section. 

(b) The committee, one month after the 
facts mentioned have come to their knowl- 
edge shall commence an inquiry, and the ac- 
cused shall have opportunity to defend him-

self either in writing or in person at a meet- 
ing of the committee. 

Sec. 7. The committee, if it shall be es- 
tablished that a member has not respected 
the stipulations of Secs. 1, 2 and 4 can impose 
on him a fine of not over 50 fi. 

Sec. 8. In the case of repeated offense, the 
committee is obliged to be severe, and the 
amount of the fine can be increased up to 
250 fl. 

Sec. 10. The committee shall communicate 
by letter to the accused the sentence it has 
pronounced and the amount of the fine which 
it has inflicted. 

Sec. 12. If the treasurer shall not receive 
the fine after the delay fixed (one month) the 
committee is authorized, either immediately or 
after a final delay, to forbid the accused all 
intercourse with the booktrade clearing house, 
to cancel his subscription to the Nieuwsblad 
voor den Boekhandel, to refuse him the right 
of publishing his advertisements in this jour- 
nal and to exclude him from the association. 

This decision (Sec. 17) shall be communi- 
cated to the members of the Cercle and the 
managers of the booktrade clearing house by 


circular letter and also published in the 
Nieuwsblad. 
Sec. 18. After this publication in the 


Nieuwsblad voor den Boekhandel, both mem- 
bers and persons not affiliated with the Cercle, 
are forbidden to make any deliveries to that 
member or person not affiliated who is the 
object of this decision. .. .

PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION OF GREAT 
BRITAIN AND IRELAND. 


TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF SUPPLY OF NET 
BOOKS. 


We, the undersigned several firms of pub- 
lishers, being desirous as far as possible of 
insuring that books published at net prices 
(such books being hereinafter referred to as 
net books) shal! not be sold to the public 
(including school, libraries and institutions) 
at less than such net prices, hereby inform 
you that henceforth we shall only invoice and 
supply to you net books published by us or 
any of us on our usual trade terms, provided 
you on your part agree to abide by the fol- 
lowing conditions, viz.: 


CONDITIONS OF SUPPLY TO RETAIL BOOKSELLERS. 


1. Not to offer for sale or sell any such 
net book at less than the net price at 
which it is published, except as hereinafter 
mentioned. 

2. Not to offer for sale or sell any 
second-hand copy of any such net book 
at less than the published price within 
six months of publication. 

3. Not to treat as unsaleable or dead 
stock any new copy or copies of such 
net book within twelve months of the 
date of your latest purchase of any copy 
or copies thereof, and then only such copy 
or copies of such latest purchase as shall 
remain in your hands. 
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4. Not to offer for sale or cause to be 
sold at a price below the published price 
any such dead stock as aforesaid without 
having first offered such dead stock to the 
publisher thereof at cost price, or at the 
proposed reduced price, whichever shall 
be the lower; and after such dead stock 
shall have been returned to the pub- 
lisher, or with his assent sold off under 
the published price, not to offer for sale, 
or sell, or cause to be sold any further 
copy or copies of the same book below 
the published price. 


CONDITIONS OF SUPPLY TO WHOLESALE DIS- 
TRIBUTING FIRMS. 


5. To allow usual trade terms upon 
such net books to such retail customers 
only as consent to and abide by each of 
the above conditions of supply numbered 
I to 4. 

6. Not to sell any such net books at 
less than the full net price at which it is 
published to any customer who shall offer 
for sale or cause to be sold any such net 
book contrary to the several conditions 
of supply above set forth. 

In the event of your infringement of any 
one of these conditions we shall thereafter 
each require you to pay for all net books in- 
voiced and supplied to you at the full net 
prices at which they are published. 

This agreement has been signed by prac- 
tically all the English publishing houses, 300 
in number. 


DENMARK. 
DANISH BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION 
“REGULATIONS—FEBRUARY, I9QI0.” 


Art. 5, Sec. 17. After a period of five 
years after publication any member or any 
retailer can lower, without the authorization 
of the Association, the prices of editions or 
books. 

Art. 6, Sec. 26, states that, so far as foreign 
books are concerned, the sale price to private 
purchasers is the catalogue price fixed by the 
publisher, with these rates of exchange: 1 
mark = 90 Gre; 1 franc = 80 Sre; 1 shilling 
=I couronne. A few exceptions are made 
in the case of each country. 

For complete editions of books published 
individually at a net price there must be es- 
tablisted special prices which should be fixed, 
and which will be fixed by the committee or 
the president of the Danish Booksellers’ As- 
sociation. 

Rules concerning foreign books are oblig- 
atory only upon booksellers in Denmark. 
That is, Ncrwegians and Swedes, although 
they may be members of the Danish associa- 
tion, can follow their own rules of estimating 
prices. 

Art. 27. Each retailer, whether he be a 
member of the Association cr not, is bound 
to accord upon his books the discount fixed 
by the Association and to refuse this discount 
to other buyers of books with the following 
exceptions: 


(a) For popular and children’s libra- 
ries subsidized by the State, to which 
one can accord a maximum rebate of 
25 per cent. on the sale price, provided 
the libraries do not themselves publish, 
and when purchases are made through the 
retailer. 

(b) For private purchasers and libra- 
ries which loan books free. On demand, 
and for cash payment, there is permitted, 
in cases where the account amounts to at 
least 500 crowns, a maximum rebate of 
6 per cent. and one of Io per cent. on 
accounts of at least 2000 crowns. 

(c) To the Amindelight dansk Vare-og 
Industrilotteri may be allowed a rebate of 
8 per cent, whatever may be the size of 
the order, but only on condition that the 
sale price is maintained. The Kirkelig 
Forening for indre Mission in Danmark 
and the Etablissement des Diaconesses 
de Frederiksberg have the right to a re- 
bate cn religious works. 


SWITZERLAND. 


SOCIETE DES LIBRAIRES ET EDITEURS DE 
LA SUISSE ROMANDE. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE “RULES FOR RETAIL BOOK- 
SELLERS.” 


Art.1. The rule of the booktrade is to sell 
at the price set by the publisher. 


Art. 4. It is forbidden to advertise any 
bookstore article for sale to the public at a 
discount. It is not, however, considered an 
infraction of this article to announce for sale 
at a discount shop-worn copies or superseded 
editions. 

Art.5. It is forbidden to offer the public, 
by advertising or otherwise, books or other 
articles under the guise of free premiums, 
such “premiums” being considered nothing 
but disguised rebates. 


Art.6. Discounts to private purchasers 
upon their payment of open accounts (for 
books new and in new condition) are for- 


bidden. 
SPAIN. 
ASSOCIATION DE LA LIBRAIRIE ESPAGNOLE. 


EXTRACT FROM “REGULATIONS” REGARDING NET 
PRICES. 


Art. 5. No bookseller in Spain can sell 
books to private purchasers at a less price 
than that which the publishers have fixed 
upon each book. 


Art. 6. All members are obliged: 

Sec. 4. To accord, in their commer- 
cial transactions, to persons not affiliated 
with the Association, a rebate 5 per cent. 
smaller than that accorded to members. 

Sec. 6. To sell to the public books at 
the fixed price, and to grant rebates 
neither to private purchasers, associa- 
tions, educational establishments or libra- 
ries. 

(Exceptionally it shall be permitted to ac- 
cord customers whose account is above two 
hundred and fifty (250) pesetas a little reduc- 
tion when their bill is settled. This reduction 
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can never be greater than 5 per cent. of the 
bill.) 

Art. 9. Members who neglect to keep the 
obligations of Article 6 of these statutes will 
receive a warning from the president. If they 
commit the same offense the second time, the 
committee shall suspend them, and finally 
exclude them from the Association, following 
the procedure given in the rules of the Asso- 
ciation. 


ITALY. 


ASSOCIATION OF PRINTERS AND BOOK. 
SELLERS. 


“RULES FOR DISCOUNTS IN THE ITALIAN BOOK- 
TRADE APPROVED BY THE EXTRAORDINARY 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF JUNE 2, 1905.” 


1. The offer of discounts to the public is 
forbidden, under any form whatsoever, ex- 
cept in the cases noted in Articles 4 and 5. 

2. Discounts may be allowed on school 
books supplied to primary or secondary 
school, colleges, municipalities, ministers, as- 
sociations, and in general to those engaged in 
educational work, but such discounts shall not 
exceed 15 per cent. of the catalogue price. 

4. Shop-worn publications or publications 
recognized as not selling can be offered and 
sold at a greater discount than that provided 
for in Articles 2 and 3. 

In the Giornale della Libreria the publishers 
of such books as are “not selling” shall pub- 
lish lists of them from time to time. 

In such cases where the publisher thinks it 
advisable to cut the price of his publications 
he is obliged to take back all unsold copies in 
the hands of the booksellers, in exchange for 
copies of other of his publications, except in 
the case of educational books... . 

6. To retail and secondhand booksellers, 
certified as such by the Associazione Tipo- 
grafico-Libreria Italiana, publishers will grant 
the usual discounts; those not so certified 
shall be entitled only to the discounts per- 
mitted to private purchasers. Representatives 
or agents of publishing houses belonging to 
the association must obey these by-laws so 
far as they affect the books of the house 
which they represent. 

Publishers can give their own agents and 
representatives as large discounts as they 
deem proper. 

In everything affecting the application of 
this section publishers and booksellers shall 
recognize as bona fide booksellers and second- 
hand booksellers only those members of the 
association who carry on an actual bookselling 
business, or persons to whom the committee 
of the association shall give a bookseller’s or 
second-hand bookseller’s card. Of these cards 
there shall be published a special list. The 
cards shall be free... . 

8. Every case coming up in opposition to 
these rules or any disputes which may arise 
between publishers and booksellers in the ap- 
plication of the rules shall be deferred to the 
judgment of the committee of the association. 

.9. The committee of the association is 
given the right to denounce in the Giornale 
della Libreria any one who breaks the articles 
of this present agreement.

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COMMUNICATIONS. 
“ON SALE” COMPETITION. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

As a bookseller of twenty years’ experience, 
and with the interests of the profession at 
heart, I request you to give this recital of an 
incident that came to my notice a few days 
since space in your columns, and, if possible, 
to furnish myself and any others who may 
be as vitally interested any information in 
your possession relating thereto, 

A representative of a leading manufacturer 
with whom we deal largely and whose verac- 
ity, in our estimation, is beyond any ques- 
tion, told the writer that a few days previous, 
while selling a bill in another city to a de- 
partment store, the proprietor of the said 
store informed him that he proposed to open 
a book department for the holidays. On the 
salesman’s expressing surprise at and advis- 
ing against his going into such a proposition, 
ignorant of it as he was, the dry goods man 
replied “that he would run no risk what- 
ever; that he could get a well selected stock 
from an Fastern wholesale book house from 
all the leading publishers’ list ; have the books 
shipped to him on sale, and return all left- 
over stock after the holidays.” 

I would like to ask a few questions, for the 
WEEKLY or any one else to answer who can: 

1. If such terms of sale are not allowed to 
legitimate booksellers, could there be a mean- 
er, more cut-throat, more sneaking, more 
snake-in-the-grass form of competition than 
this, knifing the trade on whose very exist- 
ence the sale of their wares depends? 

2. Why are not such privileges allowed a 
legitimate bookseller ? 

3. Who are the publishers who knowingly 
countenance such? 

4. If not the publishers, or if done without 
the knowledge or consent of any of the pre- 
sumably reputable publishers, who is the 
pirate? 

5. Is there any remedy, or is the legitimate 
bookseller helpless? Is there any satisfactory 
answer? . 

In this city we have, to a certain extent, the 
same class of competition. One of our de- 
partment stores uses popular price and some 
copyright fiction as a feature during the holi- 
day season, to draw trade in other lines, 
packing up the stock and storing it after 
Christmas. This is bad enough, but what is 
to become of the bookseller and the business 
if such methods are to be extended by such 
terms as were allowed to the dry-goods store 
in the other city referred to? Can any one 
answer? W. E. McCracken.

[The department store man referred to is 
probably mistaken in believing that “all the 
leading publishers” will furnish him books 
“on sale.” A few competitive publishers and 
a few weaker general publishers sell some- 
times on the sale or return plain: but then 
it is generally at the demand of the book- 
seller himself; none of them want to. We 
scarcely believe that a jobber will stock a de- 
partment store temporarily with the publica- 
tions of first-class houses as “on sale” stock.

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TAKE CARE OF YOUR AWNINGS. 


Awnincs will last longer and look better 
if merchants would dry them out when they 
get wet. Some leave their awnings down 
to soak and drip all through a heavy rain, 
but it doesn’t do an awning any more good 
than it would any other fabric to soak it 
in that way. To preserve your awnings haul 
them up when it rains, but, if they get wet, 
when the air is right, lower them and let 
them dry out, and be sure they’re dry when 
you furl them before you close up for the 
night. 

Some merchants, of course, consider an 
awning is a protection to the passerby, and 
believe that many tarry under it during a 
shower, some of whom enter the store, and 
perhaps purchase goods. That’s one way of 
looking at it, but to consider the awning 
itself, there’s no question about the advis- 
ability of taking care of it so that it will 
not become faded and discolored.

W. J. Locke, the English novelist, is in 
New York, the guest of Rutger B. Jewett, of 
the John Lane Company. Mr. Locke will 
spend the winter in America. 


STEWART EpwaArD WuitE, the author, and 
his wife sailed this week on the Celtic to 
spend a year in equatorial Africa. Mrs. White 
has accompanied her novelist husband into 
the wilds of the Sierra Mountains, where it 
is said no other white woman has been, and 
she said she felt qualified to share his hard- 
ships and dangers in the wilds of Africa. Mr. 
White said his chief purpose was to study a

race there which, he says, is not of the negro 
family, but corresponds to the American In- 
dian. 


It is said to be now a well-known fact 
that only the conscience of Maurice Maeter- 
linck, the Belgian poet and dramatist, stands 
between him and a seat in the French Acad- 
emy. He has only to say the word which 
would make him a French citizen in order to 
find himself the possessor of the Academic 
honors coveted by nearly all who have ever 
written in the French tongue, as the majority 
of the members of the Academy themselves 
acknowledge that no living Frenchman has 
more nobly illuminated French literature. A 
large group of French writers are doing their 
utmost to overcome the sole difficulty, his 
deep-rooted patriotism, while his compatriots 
are already appealing to him not to abandan 
ra nationality. He is confessedly in a quan- 

ry. 


Hotits GopFrey, who is just now writing 
some up-to-date scientific stories for boys, 
graduated from Tuft’s College in 1895, and 
the following two years he studied at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. He 
perfected his scientific knowledge, which he 
displays in his stories, by working in a mill; 
then he spent two years in business, and later 
took up teaching. Mr. Godfrey is now at the 
head of the department of science at the 
Girl’s School of Practical Arts, Boston. His 
first real novel was “The Man Who Ended 
War,” a pseudo-scientific romance, brought 
out in 1908 He then commenced “The 
Young Captains of Industry Series” for boys. 
This year, as a timely offering, Mr. Godfrey 
has written on aviation story, “Jack Coller- 
ton’s Engine,” published by Little, Brown & 
Company. 


TuoucH Bernard Shaw is well known as 
a dramatist, probably a much fewer number 
of persons know very much about his Social- 
istic opinions. All who enjoy Bernard Shaw, 
whether they are Socialists or not, cannot fail 
to appreciate “Socialism and Superior 
Brains,” a reply by Mr. Shaw to statements 
made by the prominent anti-Socialist writer, 
W. H. Mallock. Mr. Shaw’s letter to the 
Times, included in the preface, would be 
worth reading, even without the discussion 
of the main body of the book. In this letter 
Mr. Shaw makes the characteristic statement 
that “I did not advance the fact that I have 
made more money by a single play than 
Shakespeare did by all his plays put together 
as a simole proof that I am enormously supe- 
rior to Shakespeare as a playwright.” Later, 
in speaking of the economics of fine art, Mr. 
Shaw says: “The difference between the 
baker, who produces something that is de- 
stroyed by the first consumer, and the artist, 
who produces something that is none the 
worse after generations of consumers have 
had their fill of it, is full of matter for the 
economist. And yet none of our professors 
have thought of writing a chapter on the 
Royal Academy turnstiles, which coin shill- 
ings in defiance of all the normal laws of pro- 
duction and consumption.”

Tue Boox Composition Company, New

Gheusi, translated by Violette M. Montagu, 
an authoritative and intimate account of the 
famous Frenchman, giving letters never be-

BERNARD ‘QuaritcH, It Grafton Street, Lon- 
don, W., have among their autumn announce- 
ments “Worcester Porcelain,” a description of 
the ware from the Wall Pericd to the present 
day by R. L. Hobson, a work due to a desire 
to produce a fully illustrated book on one of 
our English potteries which might take its 
place beside the sumptuous volumes lately 
published on the great continental china fac- 
tories; “Three Essays on Oriental Painting,” 
by Sei Ichi Taki, with 57 illustrations care- 
fully selected from masterpieces almost un- 
known outside the countries to which they 
belong; “Specimens of Royal, Fine and His- 
torical Bookbinding,” printed in facsimile by 
W. Griggs; and “The Godman Collection, 
Persian Ceramic Art,” by Henry Wallis. 


THERE is a growing feeling that the Bible, 
especially the Old Testament, should be stud- 
ied as literature in the schools. Indeed the 
College Entrance Requirements Board has re- 
cently included among the prescribed works 
the narrative portions of the Old Testament. 
To meet this requifement a volume has been

AN important Putnam book, to be pub- 
lished soon, is “Hypnotism and Suggestion in 
Daily Life, Education, and Medical Practice,” 
by Bernard Hollander, M.D., a work of first 
rate importance from the pen of a qualified 
practitioner in and student of hypnotism. Dr. 
Hollander’s explanation of the psychology of 
hypnotism, his elucidation of the methods of 
induction of that state and the various de- 
grees of it, his theories of clairvoyance, telep- 
athy, and apparitions on a natural basis, his 
critical survey of the history of mesmerism, 
hypnotism, and mental healing, his graphic 
account of the dangers of hypnotism and the 
possibility of “criminal” operators using that 
force for their cwn ends, and many other de- 
tails of this standard work will fascinate both 
professional and lay readers, and should re- 
ceive their serious consideration. 


“Mrs. Fitz,” by J. C. Snaith, published by 
Moffat, Yard & Co., is a romance in which 
the princess of a southern European kingdom 
is the heroine. She runs away from her in- 
heritance to marry an English country gen- 
tleman, and finds herself in an eminently re- 
spectable community, where she is regarded as 
a very doubtful character, and called “A 
Viennese Circus Rider.” The Republican 
party of the kingdom she has deserted wish 
to assassinate her, while her indignant father 
wishes to kidnap her and remarry her to a 
royal suitor, consequently events of a most 
exciting character disturb the peace of the 
English countryside, in the course of which 
Mr. Fitz’s house is burned and an ambassador 
is killed. The king himself is introduced 
into the English gentry circles with odd re- 
sults, bug after some complications all ends 
well for the royal “Mrs. Fitz.” 


DopcE PuBLISHING ComPANy have added to 
their series of Philosophies, Ancient and 
Modern two new titles: “Nietzsche, His Life 
and Works,” by Anthony M. Ludovic, and 
“Swedenborg and the ‘Sapientia Angelica,’” 
by Frank Sewell, M.A. This series, of which 
ten titles have already been issued, consists 
of concise monographs on the principles and 
to some extent the history of the leading 
schools of philosophy, from the early Greeks 
to Spencer, each written by a recognized au- 
thority on the system or period.

AN exceptionally interesting publication of 
the week from J. B. Lippincott Co. is Miss 
Laura Clifford Barney’s Persian drama, 
“God’s Heroes,” the setting of which is no less 
interesting than the drama itself. Miss Bar- 
ney, whose name is identified with the mod- 
ern literature of Bahaism, that new religion 
which has attracted wide attention all over 
the world since the martyrdom of the Bab 
at Tabriz, Persia, in 1850, has taken this cult 
as the background and basis of her play. The 
characters are drawn from actual life, the 
central figure being Quaratu’l Ain, the ardent 
disciple of the prophet, and the Eastern Joan 
of Arc, who was killed while performing her 
stupendous work of social reform and the 
emancipation of her sex. The author human- 
izes her heroine and gives a living picture of 
a great personage who laid the foundation of 
a great movement. The book itself is an ar- 
tistic production of great beauty, its Persian 
decorations and traceries contributing a charm 
and spirit to the text which is striking. The
